Imam Qasim ibn Ahmad Ash-ShatibI (d. 548 A.H.) wrote a poem, 
consisting of 1173 couplets, about the seven authentic Mutawatir Qira- 
at, which he called Hirz al-Amanl wa Wajh at-TaHaanl, it is better 
known as the Shatibivvah .

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4) Ibn w Amir Ash-ShamT: He is the forth QarT of the ten. He is w Abdu 
Allah ibn w Amir ibn YazTd al-Yahsabl, born in 21 A.H. At 9 years of 
age, he travelled to and lived in Damascus, which was the capital of the 
Muslim empire then. He met some Companions, and studied the Qur-an 
under the Companion Abu ad-Darda’, and al-Mughlrah ibn Abl Shihab. 
He was the Imam of the Umayad Mosque (the primary mosque in 
Damascus) during the time of w Umar ibn w Abd al- w AzTz (d. 103 A.H.), 
and was well-known for his recitation. Among the seven Qaris, he has 
the highest chain of narrators (i.e., fewest people between him and the 
Prophet S), since he studied directly under a Companion. He was also 
Chief Judge of Damascus. His qira-ah became accepted by the people of 
Syria, and he was the Chief QarT of Ash-Sham, He died on the day of 
w Ashura’, 118 A.H. 

The two primary Rawls who preserved his qira-ah (through his students 
like Ayyub ibn TamTm and others) are: 

i) Hisham: He is Hisham ibn w Ammar ad-Dimishql (153-245A.H.). He 
was well-known for his recitation, and his knowledge of hadlth and fiqh, 
and was one of the teachers of Imam atTirmidthl (d. 279) 


ii) Ibn Dthakwan: He is w Abdullah ibn Ahmad ibn Dthakwan (173-242 
A.H.). He was the Imam of the Umayad Mosque during his time. He was 
the Chief QarT after the death of Ayyub ibn TamTm.

He can 
connect using basmalah, sakt or wasl. A. There are 3 acceptable ways to 
connect two surahs using the Basmalah. The fourth way is not allowed 
because basmalah is not for the end of a surah. You can’t join the last 
ayah of a surah with basmalah. stop, and then read the first ayah of the 
following surah.

Join them all in one breath, while applying the appropriate tajweed rules, 
(iii) After stopping at the end of a surah, read the basmalah, and without 
breathing, begin the following surah.

The four Zuhr : There are 4 surahs called the “Zuhr” surahs. 2 begin with 
(Al-Mutaffifin and Al-Humazah) and 2 begin with S (Al-Qiyamah 

and Al-Balad). Some scholars say that “If you join any one of these 
surahs with the previous surah, it might lead to an unsuitable meaning.” 
To avoid this they suggested the following: 

(i) use the “Sakt” instead of using the “Wasl” without basmalah 

(ii) use basmalah before any of the “Zuhr” instead of using 
“Sakt”. 


Note : All of the Mushafs written with the tajweed marks and 
rules are adjusted on the wasl style, connecting the ayat together.

4 . Rules of a Single Hamzah in a word 




Since hamzah is a difficult letter to pronounce; due to its jahr and 
shiddah, and due to its articulation point being deep in the throat 
and far from the mouth, the qurra' allow changes to be made in it 
to ease the pronunciation. Ibn w Amir reads some hamzahs with

5. //oiv Hisham Stops on The Last Hamzah of a Word 




Hisham has a general rule of changing, or making takhfif of any hamzah 
mutatarrifah at the end of the word he stops on (i.e., it is not pronounced 
muhaqqaqah). The takhfif or easing of a hamzah is classified into 2 

types: Qiyasi and RasmI. 

The takhfif qivdsi , considers the hamzah and follows tasrlf rules of the 
word’s conjugation that includes ibdal, tas-hll, naql, and idgham, with 
sukun and rawm, depending on the harakah of the hamzah and the letter 
before it. Since a hamzah is either mutaharrikah or sakinah, the sukun is 
either asli lazim or w arid (when a hamzah mutaharrikah is preceded by a 
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mutaharrik letter). A hamzah mutaharrikah can be preceded by a sakin 
or the opposite; a hamzah sakinah is preceded by a mutaharrik letter.

Or (b) preventing the 

meeting of two sakin letters by 1- Inserting another alif in 
between, then Tull is made for this alif. 2- Dropping the first alif,

made for this alif. Tawassut is also allowed here by the qurra' as 
in the case when stopping on madd w arid. Thus, 3 lengths of 
madd (2, 4 and 6 harakat) will be made after Ibdal of this alif.

8. Fath And The Imalah ofAlif 

Fath : is the normal sound of an alif in which the mouth has to be open 
vertically. Imalah (idja w ) means to incline. It is the twisted, crooked way 
with which the alif sound is read as being 50% alif and 50% ya. The 
sound of inclination of a fathah towards a kasrah is known as imalah 
kubra. Its mark is a shaded circle.
